Shot By His Gamekeeper. 


Ka telegraphed Ly Renter at the time, a 


tamentable occurrence took pluce early 
in the afternoon of July 21st, ona country 
pad near Nawport Pagnell, in Buckingbame 
shire, Aa Mr Edward Hanslope Watts, 
& prominent Iwadowner in that country, 
seas reburning from H anslope Chareh with 
h'g’ wife, a sister-in-law of General Sit 
John French, he was mordered by bis 
gamekeeper, a man named William Farrow, 
woo fired two shota ab Mr Watts from 
The man afterwards 
committed’ suicide. not far from the 
scone of thé murder. One charge struck 
Myr Watts in'“ihe back of the head, 
and the other in the centre of the hack 
tearing hia clothes to shreds, Mra Watts, 
who was walking « few, yards behind her 


‘ husband, ran to hin assistance, and’ at she 


Gia wo whe caught sightaof,, tho assailtant, 
half-hidden in the trees; with his gun stil? 
nt the shoulder. Exclaiming: ‘t Ho's fring 
again, ‘+ Mrs Watts dropped by the side of 
her husband's ody, and thus, it is nad, 
probably sweaped a ximilar fate. 

The ona of the firing attracted the 
a'tention of a lodge keeper living 4 ‘abort 
distance away. He found Mrs Watts 


holding her dead husband. Mrs Watts 


collapsed, and’ rhe remained in a stite of 
proatration, 

Farrow, ‘after killing, his master, ran 
from the hedge where he had taker. up his 
stand to the back of the spinney, 4 distance 
of about 35 yards, and there shot himself. 
Hewas digcovered with his double-barreled 
gun by his side. Farrow, seemed in his 
usual spirits in the morning, After retmn- 
ing {roa hist unda at’ about 11 o'clock hy 
told his’ wife that he wanted somo car. 
tridges’ tolend to a neighbouring farrocr. 


rt is believed that he had secreted his guy 


in the woods and that, having secured the 
cattridges, he went back ‘for the yun,- and 


 lenowing that Mr Watts had gone to church 


he‘awnited his return and shot him, 

Farrow had been employed by Mr Watts 
for nearly two yenis ‘and it ix stated that 
he was under notice to leave. About 12 
months ago Farrow, when out shooting 
with his master‘on’a nvighbour's coverts, 
sustrined a bad auns'roke and was carried 
home unconscious, remaining in that etate 
for. s6me hours, .Farrow. was about 45 
yoars. of age. Ho leavena wife and three 
children, tho eldest being 12:

‘LiaTzD MATCH DANGER. . 


Charenton Bridge Blown Up. - 
Panis, July 23, 

The inbabitants of Charenton, a snburb 

of Paris, wore aroused in the middle of the 
night by a tremendous explosion, and 
rushing out from their valves found 
that the massive bridge connecting the 
town with Maisons-Aifort, was strewn 
almoxt the whole length with huge blocks 
af stone, masonry, bricks, and rubble of all 
sorts, whilst a cascade of water poured 
down into the Marne beneath! The bridge, 
whizh is about 130 yards ‘Joug and 13 yards 
wide, is vory solidly built, and the damage 
wrought is extraordinary. : 

Tt appears that « veterinary student, re- 
turning frotn Paris walking over the bridgo 
towards. bis hume at Alfortyille. had lit a 
cigarette and thiown away the tnntch. whilst 
it was still burning, The match unforte 
unately fell through a grating into the 
sewer, and instantly a columh of flme 
ahot up, and the astonished fndker found 
himself flung. violently into the air. and 
against the parapet. Tt was almost by a 


miracle that he excaped with his Tife, but | 


‘he managed to drag himself to a neigh 
bouring pharmacy, where his | severe 
injuries and burns were- -dresued, Pa 

A strong force of police “quickly clowed |. 
both ends of the bridge, and engineers, by 
the light of torches, commenced an exami- 
pation of the damage, “The accident 
occurred twenty yards from the Charenton 
end of the bridge, near the pier for the 
Parix penny steamboats, The force of the 
explosion muxt hare been tremendous, as 
débria was picked np several hasdred yrrdy 
away, whilst gaa lnmpa were torn up and 
the whole structure seamed with dangerous 
cracks. A large conduit of water-running 
acrors the bridge had also burst, and the 
electricity and: gas pipes were broken, 
The verdict, of the engineers is ‘that the 
whole bridge is unsafe and will rejaire to 
be. built again. |The presont one bas been 
in use for about seventy years. 

Ic is extremely. fortunate that the aoe 
cident happetied ats time when there was 
no traffic, as if it hod taken place oo a 
Sunday, when thousands of holidaymakers 


are crossing the bridge or leading, ever ite |.

It was intimated that 
bombs would be thrown, and thereby it 
was hoped to have a revenge upon the man 
who had been tho leader of the movement, 
which had robbed tho Manchus of the 
throne. Tho Governor, ‘Cheung, there- 
upon acting upon the information received, 
sent and arrested soveral persons, whose 
names are not mentioned, who, however, 
were found to have in their possession a 
good many bombs and materials’ of that 
kind, These men have been banded over 
ta the courts of Jaw to bo dealt with.
